The dry goods branch of Revillon 
Wholesale Company was sold recent¬ 
ly to Gault’s Ltd., for $1,000,000. 

The total attendance at the Cana¬ 
dian National Exhibition this year 
was 1,870,000, or an increase of 297,- 
000 over 1926. 

Calgary schools opened up ort Wed¬ 
nesday there being no evidence of in¬ 
fantile paralysis existent at present 
writing. - 

A special train will go from Cal¬ 
gary on Sunday bearing delegates to 
the National Conservative convention 
to be held at Winnipeg on October 10. 

Colonel W. W. Ashley, minister of 
.transport, has been so impressed by 
the disfigurement of the countryside 
by types of small motor garages that 
are used in rural districts for trade 
purposes that he is encouraging a 
competition for designs of buildings 
that will harmonize with their sur. 
roundings. 

His Excellency, the Governor-Gen¬ 
eral of Canada spent several days 
shooting at the A. E. Cross ranch, 
.south-west of Nanton and also at the 
C. C. Ranch we.st of Cayley last week 
He left on Saturday f or Edmonton 
where he visited with Lady Willing- 
don at Lord Rodney’s ranch, near 
Fort Saskatchewan.

Henri Bourassa, M.P., of Montreal, 
delivered a lecture at the Canadian 
Club banquet at Regina on Friday 
last, and it was noticeable that about 
90 per cent of those present were dis¬ 
tinctly opposed to the sentiments ex¬ 
pressed by the speaker.

Today’s game marked the third 
straight victory for the Yankees by the 
score of eight to one. Only one more vic¬ 
tory is needed for New York to clinch the 
series, while Pittsburgh must win four 
straight. Two games If necessary, are to 
be played at the Yankee Stacfium Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. In the event of the Pi¬ 
rates winning the next two games, the 
teams wrill journey buck to Pittsburg for 
the final games of the series. Backers 
of the Pirates are consoling themselves 
with the fact that back-to-tbe-wall con¬ 
tests have featured the last three Worlds 
Series. Last year the St. Louis Cardin¬ 
als invaded New York, playing against 
the Yankees, needing the final two games 
and won. In 1925, the Pittsburg Pirates 
captured the last three straight against 
Washington. In 1924 Washington took 
the last three straight front the Giuuts. 

Although air mail service for Can¬ 
ada is not a possibility of the immed¬ 
iate future, it i.s being seriou.sly con- 
•sideredr Hon. P. J. Venidt, postmaster 
general, said at Vancouver. Inaugura 
tion of a service across Canada might 
po.asibly be considered by the civil 
branch of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. With the extension of com¬ 
mercial aviation it might be possible 
that the work would be done under 
contract by private companie’s.

The largest crop of sugar beets in 
the history of the industry in Alberta 
is estimated this season from the 
southern part of the province where 
harvesting is now under way. The 
crop will, it is expected, total from 
45,000 to 50,000 tons as compared 
with 41,000 tons last year. On account 
of'the plentiful supply of rainfall dur¬ 
ing the growing .season the crop has 
grown satisfactorily with very little 
irrigation. The sugar factory at Ray¬ 
mond is expected to open for its fail 
run about October 10. 

The Right Hon. Arthur Mejghen, 
former Canadian premier, has pur¬ 
chased Seven Oaks, the palatial Rose- 
dale home of T. S. Sheppard at 57 
Castle Frank road for $30,000. One 
of the show places of Rosedale, the 
Right Hon. Arthur Meighen’s new 
home derives Its name from .seven oak 
trees which surround it. The front 
of the lot on which the building 
stands is 110 feet and the average 
depth 150 feet. The building has ten 
rooms and is of stone construction 
with tiled room. 

Good yields of grain are reported 
from many centres round about. I'rom 
Winifred comes a report of 35 bushels 
of No. 1 wheat to the acre. At Bow 
Island one 32-bu8hel field has been 
reported. One Lethbridge Northern 
spring wheat field yielded 40 bushels. 
The fir.st section of winter wheat com 
bined on the Noble farm at Nobleford, 
averaged 51 bushels to the acre. The 
Iowa Farm, south of Sterling, cut a 
field of winter wheat that averaged 56 
bushels to the acre on 126 acres. A 
field of volunteer winter wheat near 
Craddock averaged 35 bushels to the 
acre. Rye threshing shows the crop 
running from 20 to 50 bushels to the 
acre. There seems no doubt Of gen¬ 
eral high yield. The heavier spring 
wheat crops are just now being cut 
and many 60-bu8hel yields are report¬ 
ed.

YOUR TOWN AND YOIJ 

Your town boo,st.s you. Why not do 
as well by the town a.s it does by you ? 
No citizen is so powerful, none so 
humble, but what the town is an aid 
to him in some way or other. • The 
food that he eats, the clothes he 
wears, the recreation and amusement 
that he enjoys, all originate in the 
town, because the money with which 
they are procured is made there. 
When a fellow boosts hi.s own town he 
does not stop there. ' He is perform¬ 
ing an act that improves his own con¬ 
dition, for every good word and every 
good deed ha.s it.s elevating influence. 
A few people are always home-town 
boosters. They accomplish much in 
the way of community betterment, 
and this improves the condition of not 
only themselves, but also of those who 
do no boosting at all. If every citi¬ 
zen would constitute hini.self a home¬ 
town boy.-iter the result collectively 
would be many times as great, and 
opportunity for .self improvement 
would be more numerous. Think it 
over in your odd moments. Then get 
into the boost wagon and hit the pace. 

SPENDING TOO .MUCH 

While the Dominion government 
is spending less than it was spending 
five years ago, the provinces and the 
municipalities have been increasing 
their expenditures and hence their de¬ 
mands upon the taxpayers. If the 
definite figures were available, they 
would probably show that the amount 
being paid in taxes this year is about 
the same, as the amount paid/five 
years ago. Of cour.se, producti^in is 
increasing and the ratio of taxation 
to proiluction is therefore lower, but 
.such improvement is not enough. We 
are still far from the pre-war scale 
of gov'orninental expenditure when 
one day’s work in ten sufficed to pav 
the taxes. To-day, two days work in 
eleven is requireil to meet the tax 
bills. As the average working week 
is now five and a half days, we work 
one day a week to pay our taxes. The 
most recent definite figures on the 
relative burden of taxation in Canaua 
are those just prepared by the Citi¬ 
zens Re.search Institute for the year 
192.'). The figures show that in 1925, 
the tax burden of the country was 
$607,(M)0,0()0 as again.st $.')90,0fl0,0()0 
in 1902. The increase was due to a 
24 por cent, jump in provincial taxes 
and a six per cent, increa.se in muni¬ 
cipal taves. Dominion taxes had gone 
down. The burden repre.sented 18.26 
per cent, of the total net production 
of the Dominion as opposed to 20 per 
cent, in 1922. Our citips and govern¬ 
ments are still living on an extrava¬ 
gant scale. The public has learned 
bad habits and is too ready to look to 
“the government'' as the paternaTi'sttf' 
giver of blessings and bounties. 

The City of Regina is peopled with 
energetic and progessive citizens and 
it is remarkable to note what they 
have done to Ix'autify what was not 
so long ago, the bald prairie. The 
parliament buildings are massive 110(1 
magnificient and the new C.I’.R. hotel 
recently opened may be classed as one 
of the best hotels of the C.I’.R. hotel 
system. As proof of the value of a 
first class hotel to Regina, it is inter¬ 
esting to note tl.at Regina has mgnt- 
een important conventions listed for 
1928. 


THE LOCAL NEWSPAPER 

In spite of the fact that the met¬ 
ropolitan press now reaches into near¬ 
ly every town and village in the coun¬ 
try, the local newspaper in Cana¬ 
da is each year getting en a firmer 
foundation and becoming more and 
more u.seful to its home community. 
It may be said that the day of the 
metropolitan newspaper is at hand. 
This is true, but it is equally as true 
that the day of the local newspaper is 
here too. The Metropolitan daily 
with its world-wide news, its comic 
sheets and its magazine supplements, 
while of course essential in our mod¬ 
ern civilization, cannot take the 
place of the home newspaper. The 
very fact that the big city daily must 
cover a broad field forbids its becom¬ 
ing local in any sense, and it is in the 
local field where the home newspapers 
dominates and where it finds its true 
u.sefulnoss. For, after all, it is the 
home news which is mo.st important to 
most of us. We have the greate.st in¬ 
terest in the community in which we 
live, and in the people who are our 
neighbors and friend.s. And it is the 
llocal newspaper which records the 
happenings of the folks at home, and 
in addition fosters the civic ride and 
progressive spirit of the community. 
We frequently hear it said that the 
old time independent spirit of the 
newspaper is gone, that its editorial 
policy is now subservient to the busi¬ 
ness office. Yet this is not true. 
There is more unselfishness idealism 
in the average local newspaper than 
in any other busine.ss enterprise. It 
frequently speaks out in the way 
which it believes will be for the good 
Of the nation and of the community, 
regardless of what the consequences 
may be from a business standpoint. 
This is more than the average busi¬ 
ness man will do or can do. Of course 
the. local newspaper is now on a firm 
busine.ss basis. This is why it is im¬ 
proving from year to year, why it is 
giving its readers a constantly better 
newspaper, and why it is increa.sing 
its influence for good in the communi¬ 
ty, and it does its boosting often with¬ 
out any hope of material reward. 

THE COUNTRY DOCTOR 

The scarcity of the country doctor 
as a source of keen popular intere.st 
is matching the scarcity of teachers in 
rural districts which ha.s been met by 
consolidations and the employment of 
specially trained “teachers’ helpers.” 
TTie country doctor is stronger in tra¬ 
dition than the country teacher and 
his disappearance even by rumor is 
disturbing. In the generation repre¬ 
.sented by the grandparents of today 
the country doctor was one of the 
greate.st Canadian institutions. He 
carried his supply of crude drugs in 
his saddle bags and an exhau.stless 
sunshine in his face and his cheery 
words. Whatever he may have lacked 
of .scientific attainment to handicap 
him a.s compared to his town brother, 
he compensated for in that rare at¬ 
mosphere of fraternal Cheerfulness 
which no country doctor was without. 
Patients improved when they heard 
his horse’s hoofs on the road. All 
the people for miles around were as 
members of one big family so far as 
the doctor was concerned. „ As tiie 
town.s grew the young doctors chose 
^to display their skill there, some be¬ 
cause the life was less laborous, some 
becau.se they believed rewards better. 
The country doctor of today is at the 
disappearing point, largely becau.se of 
his con.sideration for wife and child¬ 
ren. He says frankly cash returns are 
satisfactory often, but that he wants 
better conditions for wife and family 
than he finds in the country. 

Thirteen Philadelphians, four San 
Kranciscan.s, ,teri Mexicans, one Chi- 
cogoan, and one New Yorker are- 
among those indicted for, bootlegging 
in the United States.

CANADIANS AS PACE MAKERS 

- i 

Two prominent Americans, Arthur 
Brisbane, writer, and Roger Babson, 
noted financier and business expert, 
have been airing their opinions of 
Canada. The tenor of their remturks . 
indicates that everything is coming 
our way and that we have very defin¬ 
ite reasons for national optimism. A 
few of Babson’s observations reveal 
an in.sight into conditions in Canada 
which many Canadians themselves 
have failed to cultivate. 

“Canada today possesses opportuni¬ 
ties which the United States possessed 
fifty year ago. and this specialty ap¬ 
plies to the four western piovinccs. 

"In Western Canada land can be 
bought for $20 an acre that will 
grow'more wheat than land selling in 
Iowa for $200 an acre. 

•‘The income of ^Canadian cities is 
derived primarily from agriculture, 
the forests, the mines and the fisher¬ 
ies, but all Canadian cities are good 
jobbing centres with profitable whole¬ 
sale and retail trade. 

“Manufacturing is bound to grow, 
owing to the great quantities of a\aii- 
able coal and water power. 

“It is much better to have ^ady 
employment in Canada at a minmium 
wage than to be in the United Stales 
with high wages for a time and then 
suffer a period of unemployment.’’ 

Brisbane quotes a prophecy made 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 1900; “The 
nineteenth century was the United 
States century; the twentieth will be 
Canada’s century.” To this he adds ‘ 
a concluiling tribute of his own: 

“We are proud of our railroads in 
the United States. Canada has more 
I miles of railroad per capita than any 
country in the world. Canadian farm 
ers produced 15,000,000 bushels of 
wheat 60 years ago. They produced 
410,000,000 bushels last year. We 
have a powerful energetic nation 
north of us, and are glad of it. They 
are good pacemakers.” 

HARMFUL IGNORANCE 

jtfhe following clipping from The 
1 Christian Herald of 6 Tudor St., E.C., 
4, London, England, of issue August 
25th, 1927, has ben received by a resi¬ 
dent of High River, through a friend 
in another town of the province, who 
takes' exception to the ignorant 'and 
harmful publicity of the article which 
is headed “The Prince’s Prairie 
Ranch” and which in part, is a.s fol¬ 
lows: “The Prince’s Prairie Ranch, 
where he is spending his holiday with 
his brother, is in the far west of Can¬ 
ada. To reach it, it is necessary to 
leave the railway at Calgary and 
.strike the trail south for forty miles 
to High River, a two street village of 
log built huts. It is rough riding in a 
car, and after High River there is no 
road, but twenty-five miles of bumpty 
ruts over the open prairie to the E.P. 
Ranch at Pekisko.” We don’t know 
the circulation of The Christian Her¬ 
ald,.the influence it holds over its sub¬ 
scribers or its local reputation for 
veracity such as its name would indi¬ 
cate, but we do feel that such a de¬ 
scription of the.town of High River 
and the surrounding territory, was in 
unreliable and uninformed hands, un¬ 
fit to be trusted with the dissemina¬ 
tion of truthful news- matter. In 
this instance it has created a harmful 
influence, among its more or less sub¬ 
scribers, by its depreciatory article, 
and is unjust and entirely misleading 
regarding this far western country, 
which has a right to expect better, 
and at least truthful, publicity from 
a press of its' mother country. We 
trust that H.R.H. the Prince of Wales 
is a subscriber and reader of this 
chri.stianlike Herald and that many 
the members of the Newspaper Socie¬ 
ty of England, who lately visited High 
River, are also on its exchange lost 
and may .see fit to correct the erron¬ 
eous impression of this article. 

THE REWARDS OF SAVING 

A Chicago banker has found that if 
tha “widow’s mite,’’ assuming it to 
be a cent, had been invested 1900 
years ago at 5 per cent semi-annual 
intere.st, compounded, it today would 
reach the brain-tiring sum of $563,100 
000,000,000,000,000,000. Now the 
banker or no other per.son would say 
that -the widow ought to have invest¬ 
ed her mite rather than give it to the 
cau.se she did; but every person will 
point to it as an illustration of the 
tremendous expansion a small sum of 
money will experience if placed at 
compound interest. The banker gives 
a more practical example of his point 
when he says that $50 a month plac¬ 
ed in a savings bank paying 3 per 
cent will net the saver in thirty years 
the surprising sum of $29,113, or if 
invested at 5 per cent in bonds will 
become $41,609 in thq same period of 
time. Any school boy can catch the 
lesson of thrift which these examples' 
teach. Thrift as an abstraction may 
.not have much of an appeal for youtn 
but in such terms as the Chicago 
banker uses, the subject becomes prac 
tical and interesting and illustrates 
that habits oN industry and thrift 
bring their reward. 

Contrary to the general opinion, the 
pheasant is not a menace to the far¬ 
mer’s crop. An Es.sex farmer com¬ 
plained that the pheasants were eat- 
ingh is corn. The game department 
had two birds killed to .see if this were 
true, and they- found in the birds’ 
crop two hundred cut worms, but no 
corn.—Beaverton Express. 

The Renfrew Mercury and the 
Kingston Whig have been di.scussing 
the advisability of having convicts 
employed on provincial roads. Both 
papers agree that more maintenance 
work is needed and that the provincial 
system should be extended.

a commission in 1926 to inquire into 
conditions of the French-Enjrlish, or 
bi-linftual, schools in that province, 
the local administration of which had 
been causinfir political, religious and 
racial troubles. The report has now 
been made public, after two years ol 
investif^ation and consultation, and its 
main recommendations are to be put 
in force by the Government. The 
commissioners were F. W. Merchant, 
Toronto, chief director of education; 
Judjce Scott, of Perth, and Loui.s Cote 
barri.ster, Ottawa. The report was 
unanimous. For forty years or more' 
efforts have been made to deal with 
the school teachinjj of pupils other 
than those speaking' En^li-sh, more 
especially the French-speaking child¬ 
ren in Prescott and Russell counties, 
adjoininK Quebec province, and in 
Northern Ontario. Section 17, passed 
some years, ago, provided that English 
must be used as the language of in¬ 
struction in all public and separate 
schools of the province, whether 
French was taught or not, l)ut provis¬ 
ion was made for bi-liiigual schools, in 
which both English and French couhi 
be used. These bi-lingual school.sl 
have not turned out very satisfactor-1 
ily, the English reading in 7(l per' 
cent^ of such schools being poor; in 
Pre.scott and Russell counties 9(1 per 
cent of schools fell below a reasonable 
standard in English. ■ This has h.'.en 
lartrely due to the greater familial ity 
of the children with the French, anil| 
the dilficulties in training competent | 
teachers for hi-lingual schools. j

For the “voice from the air” is the 
newest in stunt adverti.sing, tying up 
with legitimate advertising media. An 
aeroplane has been chartered by a 
prominent cigarette manufacturer to 
advertise his product. The aeroplane 
is equipped with a microphone and 
amplifying equipment, which magni¬ 
fies the human voice about one hun¬ 
dred million times. And when the 
operator in the ’plane speaks into a 
mouthpiece people on the ground hear 
his voice plainly. To them, it .sounds 
as though some one was speaking to 
them just above their Pleads, out of a 
first story window, so to speak. But 
what teirible terrors there are latent 
in this new monster. Is the whole 
brilliant heaven to become a midway 
with barkers to shout their wares by 
day and night? 


STDRING DESSERT APPLES 


Such choice varieties of apples as 
the Macintosh can be retained in their 
freshness and full flavour for many 
weeks when maintained at proper 
storage temperatures. The report of 
the Summerland, British Columbia, 
Experimental Station for 1926 states 
that when kept at a temperature of 
degrees F. it required five months for 
the apples to develop softness repre- 
-sented by nine pounds as against four 
teen pounds when the fruit was pick¬ 
ed. Similar fruit placed in common 
storage where the temperature during 
the autumn months rang^ed between 
40 and 60 degrees F. reached a soft¬ 
ness of 8V4 pounds their market value 
had become .seriously impaired by 
shrivelling and by dis-colouration' of 
the flesh and the development of un¬ 
desirable flavour. These results sug¬ 
gest, according to the superintendent 
of the station, that it is not advisable 
to hold the Macintosh apple in stor¬ 
age after the ripening processes- have 
reached a stage such that the apple 
has a hardness of about ten pounds 
as measured by the pressure tester. 
The rapidity with which the fruit sof¬ 
tens after removal from storage de¬ 
pends largely, it is pointed out in the 
report, on the temperatures to which 
it is subjected, but unles temperatures 
of well over 40 degrees F. are en¬ 
countered and more than a month is 
taken to get the apples into consump¬ 
tion, this procedure may be expect¬ 
ed to ensure delivery of the fruit to 
the consumer in good condition. Re¬ 
ferring further to this experiment this 
report, which is obtainable from the 
Publications Branch of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa, makes 
the useful observation that apples re¬ 
tain crispness and flavour to best ad¬ 
vantage either in the store or in the 
home when kept under conditions of 
comparatively low temperature and 
high humidity. A week or two in a 
warm furnace room or under the kit¬ 
chen tabib, it is pointed out, will ser¬ 
iously impair the appearance and 
quality of the best apples.

TREIlES NEW WHEAT 

Herman Trelle Elxplains Advantages 

of his New Wheat to the Grahd 
Prairie Herald 

On Monday last, ^accompanied by a 
Herman ’Treele, the world’s wheat and 
oat king, with a view of getting some 
first-hand detailed information re¬ 
garding the “Mystery” wheat which 
Mr. Trelle has developed—and is still 
developing—on his farm near Wem¬ 
bley. 

We found Mr.Trelle a tired man; in 
fact, a wearied man. Tl)is is not to 
be wondered at when one con.siders 
that he is compelled to sit up, night 
after night, and burn the midnight oil 
In order to answer the numerous let¬ 
ters arriving in every mail. Never 
a day goes by that he is not interrupt¬ 
ed in his work by visitors and called 
upon to answer a multiplicity of que.s- 
tions. Fame has its reward, but also 
its trials. 

The “Mystery’’ Plot 

On Mr. Trelle’s farm the grain was 
cut and in the stook, ready for the 
thresher, with the exception of one 
plot, which was still standing, al¬ 
though it looked as though it should 
have been cut days before, as it seem¬ 
ed to be dead ripe. 

“Why Is that wheat not cut?” the 
Herald man enquired. “This is some 
of the wheat christened ‘‘The Mys¬ 
tery Wheat” by one of Dr. King’s par¬ 
ty on the occasion of his visit la.st 
summer to our farm. Up to the pres¬ 
ent I have made no attempt to name 
it,’’ replied Mr. Trelle. He then pro¬ 
ceeded to give his reasons for leaving 
the ^vheat standing: “My conception 
of a real combine wheat is one that 
is early and has a straw that is strong 
enough to hold up a head of grain 
that is reasonably non-shattering and 
will withstand all the varied weather 
and storm conditions throughout the 
growing period in the district to 
which you wish to adapt it. The vital 
period, from the combine standpoint, 
is from the time the head of wheat 
is ready to cut until it is dead ripe. 
By that I mean this wheat ripening 
so much earlier aImo.st'eliminates the 
danger from frost that would serious¬ 
ly damage Marquis just before it is 
ready to cut. 

“The problem is to develop a wheat 
that will harden in the straw and re¬ 
duce its. moi.sture content .sufficiently 
to permit of first-class marketing. 

“If we are to utilize the combine, 
which in my judgment is the coming 
method of harvesting grain in west¬ 
ern Canada, where the land has been 
at least ten years under cultivation, 
and is still suce.sBfully growing—say. 
Marquis—we must develop a wheat 
that will meet the requirements of 
the combine method of handling. This 
grain which we see before us gives 
promise of an ideal combine wheat.” 

We examined some heads and found 
the grain dead ripe, untoached by 
recent frosts, and so hard that when 
we bit the kernels they literally .snap¬ 
ped. There was no signs of shatter¬ 
ing, the kernels being held reasonably 
tight in the chaff. The .straw was as 
stiff as bristle and stood erect up to 
the drooping head. Mr. Trelle stated 
that dead ripe wheat always droops, 
“This,” he observed, “is a provision of 
nature.” 

“Why is the wheat not cut, when it 
has been ripe for days?’’ was the 
next question. “This wheat could 
have been threshed ten days ago, but 
I am leaving it uncut for a purpose,’' 
replied the wheat king. “You know,” 
he continued, “occasionally we get an 
early snow' in western Canada, and 
sometimes heavy frosts, too—like we 
had last year. I want to find out if 
this wheat will continue to stand up 
under these conditions, as it did la.st 
year. It is from the heads of wheat 
that withstand the.se severe conditions 
and still survive that the selections 
are made for the development of a 
still better wheat. 

“This wheat,” went on Mr. Trelle, 
“weighs more to the bushel measure 
than, the Marquis, and in appearance 
only an expert can sometimes tell 
them apart. By my rather crude 
tests for milling and baking qualities 
it is my opinion that it is easily on a 
par with Marquis and furthermore it 
appears to be a wheat that can be 
mixed and marketed with Marquis 
without lowering the standard. This 
is not always the case when other 
wheats are mixed with Marquis.’’ 

•“Wheat about the [yield?” was the 
next query Mr. Trelle was called upon 
to answer. 

“With regard to'the yield, I am not 
prepared to make a definite state¬ 
ment. It appears to be equal to our 
best early wheats; which however, 
unfortunately shatter badly and may 
have a weak straw. A combine wheat 
which gives the promise this does, 
can be marketed at no less than 14c 
greater profit per bushel than any 
wheat cut and threshed by the old 
method. If it does not yield quite as 
much as the Marquis this is more than 
offset by the fact that it is safer and 
can be handled so much more econo¬ 
mically. 'There is also another ad¬ 
vantage; this new type will make it 
possible for Canadian wheat to reach 
the world’s markets fully two weeks 
earlier. 

“When the combine comes into gen¬ 
eral use (it is already in use in the 
south country) there will not be the 
necessity of importing harvesters into 
the west The new method will lead 
to better and more careful farming, 
for the reason that farmers will have 
to till their land in such a way a.s to 
allow for the combine passing over it 
in the fall. Under the combine meth¬ 
od of handling grain, the straw will 
be - returned to the .soil and will not 
only act as a fertilizer but will solve 
to some degree the problem^of soiT 
drifting. 

“The adapting of the combine must 
be developed very carefully. It would 
be unwise for the average farmer to 
tackle thp problem without due con¬ 
sideration of all that the intrbduction 
of the combine involves. 

Combine Type of Wheat Needed 

‘‘I do not claim to be the ojr 
of this wheat,” stated Mr. Xi^le, “but 
I am certainly interested jm its devel- 
opnrtent. Western Canala and the

Last .year there 
Were 3000 regi.stcred foxes in Alberta 
and it is expected there will be 3000 
more for registration this year. There 
are 75 registered fox farms in Alber¬ 
ta and this province ranks fourth 
among the provinces of the Dominion 
in regard to the size of the fox in- 
du.stry. 

National revenue is being well main 
tained despite reductions in income 
and' sales , taxes, the Hon. James A. 
Robb, .Minister of Finanance, points 
out in his budget report. Custom’s 
duties yielded an increa.se of nearly 
$9,000,()00 in the five months ended 
August 31st, being $71,504,705, but 
exci.se taxes decreased by nearly 
$3,000,000 at $7,421,894. The reduc¬ 
tion in the sales tax from 5 to 4 per 
cent, also curtailed revenue over 
$3,000,000 and income tax collections, 
despite a ten per cent, reduction, in- 
crea.sed by $5,()<M),000. 

The Barrie Exaq^er says that 
while much improvernYOit is possible 
by frequent checking of the efficiency 
of head-lights, there is no such thing 
a.s a non-glare headlamp. This is one 
feature of the automobile that has 
not advanced in keeping with other 
developments. Some cars are equip¬ 
ped with a ditch light located near 
the bottom, of the radiator which 
when switched on. illuminates the 
side of the road and make it quite 
.safe to turn off the bright headlights 
and use only the dimmers when meet¬ 
ing another car. If all cars had thi.« 
a.s a standard equipment it would do 
much to reduce the hazards of night 
driving. 

Attention of farmers an<l thresher- 
men, especially those operating steam 
engines, is now being called to the 
provisfon.s of the Prairie Fires Act 
which affect them, by Benj. Lawton, 
Chief Fire In.spector for the Province 
of Alberta. Mr. Lawton points out 
that in order to prevent the risk of 
.serious coiiflagration.s no engine sliail 
be placed within thirty feet of any 
building or stack and that a metal 
pan of adequate size filled with water 
shall be placed under the engine as a 
receptacle for cinilers and ashes. All 
cinders and a.shes shall be thoroughly 
extinguished before the engine is re 
moveil from any place where it has 
been in operation and a barrel of wa¬ 
ter and two buckets shall be placed 
conveniently to any stack of combu.st- 
ihle material neir the engine. A 
sparlj^ arre.ster in goo<l repair shall be 
used and shall not be opened while the 
engine is in oper^tidn. It is hoped that 
closer ob.servance of the.se regulations 
’ IP reduce fi'e*!*. ’ 'S-'v .'.h ccuri an¬ 
nually from-this source.
